“Ye are of your father, the devil, and the lusts of your 


father ye will.do. 


He was a murderer from the beginning, 


and abode not in the truth, because there is no truth in him.” 


—John 8:44, 


“He that committeth sin is of the devil; for the devil 


sinneth from the beginning. 


For this purpose the Son of 


God was manifested, that he might destroy the works of 


the devil.’’—I John 3:8. 

The Bible tells us very little 
about the origin of the Devil. It 
seems to infer that he was once 
an archangel, an archangel of 
great power and glory. Because 
of this high position and led on by 
his arrogance he became go proud 
that God had to cast him out of 
Heaven. Now he is permitted to 
go about in the world tempting 
people and acting as a mighty 
adversary. This idea is generally 
accepted by Bible scholars. God 
created all things good, but some 
of His creations hecame bad—man, 
for instance. It is reasonable to 
believe that the Devil wag created 
in goodness, but that he became 
evil and was then cast out of 
Heaven, 

He is called by different names 
—Satan, Beelzebub, the Evil One, 
the Serpent, fHé™Dragon, the god 
of thig world, and the Prince of 
this world. It doesn’t matter what 
you call him; he is the Devil just 
the same. 

I, There Is a Devil 

Some people say that the Devil 
doesn’t exist, that he is merely a 
figment of the imagination. The 
Christian Scientists tel] us that 
“all is good.” However, any 
sensiblé person knows that aill 
things are not good, and that there 
is a mighty being behind all evil, 
namely, the Devil. 

1. The Bible Proves His Existence. 

Jesus said in John 8:44, “The 
Devil is.’ In Matthew 13:19, 
where Jesus was explaining the 
parable of the sower, He said, “the 
wicked one ... catcheth away that 
which was sown in his heart.” 

If we say that there is no Devil 
we make Jesus a liar. Peter said 
that there is a Devil. John and 
Paul told us of his existence. But 
Jesus’ words are enough for us. 
To deny the existence of the Devil 
is to deny the truthfulness and 
trustworthiness of Christ. We 
know that the Devil made his ap- 
pearance upon the earth. We see 
him appearing to Job; he appeared 
to Jesus in the great temptation 
and at other times. He is shown 
in the book of Revelation as ap- 
pearing many times upon the 
earth. 

2. Experience Attests That 

There Is a Devil 

We know from human experi- 
ence that Satan is on the job and 
there is an impulse and a desire 
in everyone of us to follow evil. 
Does this impulse come from God? 
No, * comes from the Devil. It 
comes from a source outside of 
God, no matter what name we give 
to that source. 

Every Christian in the world hag 
a continual fight against the forces 
of evil, He is tempted on every 
wide, These temptations come 
sometimes even when the child of 
God is im the holy place of prayer. 
It ig the Devil who brings this evil 
into our minds. Everyone of us 
is confronted every day with the 
influence and power of a personal 
Devil. 

Il, The Nature of the Devil. 

1. He Is a Person 
I John 3:8—“, , . .the devil sin- 
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neth.” Only a person can be said 
to sin. This doesn’t necessarily 
mean that he has a body such as 
ours, but he is a person just the 
same. He knows, he feels, he 
wills. The cartoonists usually 
picture the Devil as being a red 
figure with a long tail and a pitch- 
fork. He doesn’t appear in that 
form. If he came in that form we 
would Know him and avoid him, 
but when he comes to tempt us, he 
often comes in beauty and appeals 
to us in the most attractive way. 

We need an armor against the 
Devil. We find this armor in 
Ephesians 6:11-12 which reads as 
follows: “Put on the whole armour 
of God, that ye may be able to 
stand against the wiles of the 
devil. For we wrestle not against 
flesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places.” 

We are fighting against a real 
person. Jesus and the whole Bible 
teach us that he is a person. A 
system of doctrine without a per- 
sonal Devil is a system which is 
radically unchristian and unscript- 
ural, 

2. He Is a Being of Great Power 
and Authority 

Satan is a strong personality 
and we cannot fight him alone. 
We need all the help of Heaven 
in our combat against the Devil. 
America had a_ great conflict 
against Germany and Japan, but 
World War II is nothing com- 
pared to the age-long conflict be- 
tween the souls of men and this 
mighty personal being whom we 
know as Satan. Think of aH the 
crimes, the murders, the sorrows, 
the troubles in the world. What 
does it all mean? K is simply a 
part of the great conflict between 
good and evil. 

We must not underestimate the 
Devil. We cannot laugh him off. 
The big fight ig on in our hearts 
and im the world, Satan is lining 
up against God and His children 
and everything good that exists. 
On the other hand, we must not 
overestimate the Devil. We can- 
not afford to get blue and _ pessi- 
mistic and say, “The work is

This morning I take as my text 
an old, old story—the most com- 
monly quoted combination. of 
Scriptures anywhere in the Bible; 
John 3:14-18: 


“And ag Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up: 
That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent 
not his Son into the world to con- 
demn the world; but that the world 
through him might be saved. He 
that believeth on him is not con- 
demned: but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, because he 
hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God,” 


Here is my text, “...even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up:” 
I'm going to preach to you on 
The Fact That Changed The 
World. May we bow our heads 
for a word of prayer. 

PRAYER: “We pray, our 
Heavenly Father, that Thy Holy 
Spirit will so interpret to us Thy 
mighty word, coming out of the 
long ago, yet just as truly, as 
effectively, as victoriously so to- 
day as it hag been through the 
ages. We pray that this word 
might become our stock in trade. 
We pray that this word might be- 
come the bouyancy of our soul. 
We pray that this word might be- 
come the challenge to our lives. 
We pray that this word might be- 
come the story of our lips. We 
pray that this story might become 
the witness of our activities. We 
pray that it may save us from our 
sins. We pray that it may bestow 
upon us the assurance and the joy 
of our salvation. We pray that 
it may send us out conquering and 
to conquer as we resist the ad- 
versary in our own lives and in 
the lives of others that he may 
flee from us. Speak now through 
this Thy servant, Thy word of 
salvation, and appeal to. this 
people, and grant that before this 
message ig finished, before we 
turn our faces homeward each one 
of us in our hearts may determine 
that Christ will be our Saviour, 
and that by His grace, we shal] en- 
throne Him as our Lord and 
Master. Hear us! Answer us! 
Have Thy way and Thy will with 
us now and evermore! For we 
ask it trustingly and gratefully 
in Jesus’ dear name and for His 
Holy name’s sake, Amen.” 


The greatest tragedy this world 
ever saw, by odds, was the time 
that the Son of God died for our 
sing on the cross. First of all it 
was the Son of God dying. Second, 
He died such a horrible death. 
Third, the very people whom He 
was striving to free were instru- 
mental] in nailing Him to the cross. 
However, if that were all the story 
contained in the passage there 
would be no Gospel to preach; 
there would be no hope for us; 
there would be no rock on which to 
stand; there would be no salvation; 
—there would here be just another 
bitter tragedy. 

I hasten on therefore to say to 
you, and your hearts will echo my 
words, that the greatest work God 
ever did for man was when He 
permitted the nailing of His Son 
Jesus, to the tree. God has done a 
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great many things for us. God 
has done so very many things for 
ug that it would be utterly im- 
possible in one sermon, or in one 
hundred sermons, or in one life- 
time of sermons, to limit, to de- 
scribe, to paint, to illustrate all 
of the bounties of His matchlessly 
munificient grace. Although 
these blessings have not been our 
due, although we deserved them 
not in the slightest, yet has God 
showered them down upon us out 
of His grace all the days of our 
lives here on earth. They have 
been the thrilling, amazing ex- 
perience of everyone of us. But, 
if you were to take all the mercies 
that God hag bestowed upon us, 
upon each of us, it would take a 
lifetime to tell the score of them. 
It would take a lifetime to record 
them. The minute you had writ- 
ten down the blessings that had 
passed on, sh@wers of others would 
have come falling down upon you 
and about you. 


The cross of Calvary, the spil- 
ling of the blood of the Son of 
God, however, is by far the great- 
est work that God has ever done 
for us. Could you tie up all the 
blessings which God has bestowed 
upon the children of men, the gen- 
erations who have lived and gone 
on into the beyond, pile them into 
one mountain heap; then were you 
to top, that heap with the blessings 
that God has bestowed upon this 


generation, your generation and 
mine; then if you were to cap that 
Himalaya height by the mercies 
that God will yet bestow upon his 
children through the. eternities 
that are ahead of us, until the 
glorious heap outshone the noon- 
day sun in its glory splendor; if 
you were to take one drop of the 
blood of Jesus Christ, just one 
drop of it, and place it by the side 
of the piled up stock of God's 
graciousness, that drop of blood, 
that single drop of blood would 
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Second Coming of 
Christ as a Motive

Many dear brethren turn from 
the investigation of the Lord's 
coming to restore all things and 
reign in peace and glory on this 
earth, because it seems (in their 
estimation) to discourage mis- 
sionary efforts and is on the whole 
a doctrine of no practical im- 
portance. The same objections 
have been urged against the doc- 
trines of grace, and the latter one 
against the doctrine of believer's 
baptism. Will such objectors 
ponder the following passages of 
God’s Word and note the motives 
by which practical duties are 
pressed upon renewed hearts? 

1. The coming of the Lord is 
made the great motive for stead- 
fastness in the faith, and for the 
confidence of hope—(1 John 2:28) 
“Now little children abide in Him, 
that when He shall appear, we 
may have confidence, and not be 
ashamed before Him at His com- 
ing.” 

2. It is made the great motive 
for exercising Christian patience 
amid the vexations and trials of 
life—(James 5:7,8) “Be patient 
therefore, brethren, unto the com- 
ing of the Lord. Behold the hus- 
bandman waiteth for the precious 
fruit of the earth, and hath long 
patience for it, until He receive 
the early and latter rain. Be ye 
also patient; establish your hearts; 
for the coming of the Lord draw- 
eth nigh.” 

3. It is made the great motive 
for sobriety of mind and Christian 
Perseverance — (1 Peter 1:13) 
Gird up the loins of your mind, 
be sober, and hope to the end for 
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the grace that is to be brought 
unto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ.” This is a strong and de- 
cisive passage as to the nature and 
object of the Christian hope. 

4. It is made the greatest 
motive for the mortification of sin 
in believers—(Col. 3:4,5) “Whesa 
Christ who is our life shall appear, 
then shall ye appear with Him im 
glory; mortify therefore your 
members which are upon the 
earth,” 

5. It is made the great motive 
for heavenly-mindedness— (Phil. 3: 
20, 21) “For our conversation i# 
in heaven; from whence also we 
look for the Saviour.” 

6. It igs made the great motive 
for temperance in al] things (Phil 
4:5) “Let your moderation be 
known unto all men. The Lord # 
at hand.” 

7. It ig made the great motive 
for brotherly love ( I Thess. 3:12, 
13) “The Lord make you to in- 
crease and abound in love toward 
one another, and toward all men; 
to the end that he may establish 
your hearts unblamable in holiness 
before God, even our Father, at 
the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ with all His saints.” 

8. It is made the great motive 
for personal holiness and continu- 
ous self-discipline (1 John 3:2, 3) 
“Beloved, now are we the sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be; but we know 
that when he shall appear, we 
shall be like him; for we shall see 
him as he is. And every man 
that hath this hope in him purk

Say I these things as a man? or saith not the law

gether for our sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, this is writ- 
ten: that he that ploweth should plow in hope; and that he 
that thresheth in hope should be partaker of his hope.

If others be partakers of 


this power over you, are not we rather? 


Nevertheless we

and they which wait at the altar are partakers with the al- 
tar? Even so hath the Lord ordained that they which preach 


the gospel should live of the gospel.

But I have used none 


neither have I written these things, that 


it should be so done unto me; for it were better for me to die, 
than that any man should make my glorying void.

“What is my reward then? Verily that, when I preach 
the gospel, I may make the gospel of Christ without charge, 
that I abuse not my power in the gospel.”’ 


In this article I shall attempt 
to defend mass evangelists from 
the criticisms of those who say 
that evangelists are money-grab- 
bers, are mercenary. The wide- 
spread criticisms of evangelists 
and of mass evangelism have usu- 
ally not been intelligent criticisms, 
They have often been insincere 
and biased. 


Now if I should undertake to 
prove that apostles, as a whole, 
were not coveteous, I should not 
be defending Judas Iscariot. If I 
should write an article in defense 
of the ministry of pastors, I would 
not be defending the Anglo-Israel- 
its pastor of California who was 
recently sent to prison for crimes, 
nor a famous woman preacher who 
was long pastor in Los Angeles, 
nor “Pastor Russell” of the Je- 
hovah Witnesses. So when I de- 
fend mass evangelism, I speak of 
the reputable evangelists who are 
everywhere taken as conservative 
and sincere representatives of 
mass evangelism. I am defending 
the evangelism of widely-used men 
of God who are interdenomination- 
ally accepted by Bible believers as 
representatives of their holy pro- 
fession. Some _ Bible’ teachers 
make exhorbitant financial de- 
mands, but Bible teaching is not 
wrong. Some pastors’ teach 
speaking in tongues and handle 
snakes to prove their faith, but 
the God-ordained pastorate is not 
wrong. Some evangelists have 
erred like their Bible-teaching and 
pastor brothers, but mass evan- 
gelism is not wrong. And the 
ethical standards of mass evan- 
gelism have been as high as those 
of any group in the ministry. 


{. The Apostle Paul Had to 
Defend Himself Against 
Charges of Commercialism 
Satan himself is back of the 

slander of evangelists. Satan 
hates soul-winning above ali 
Chistian activity. He hates the 
evangelist who has given himself 
to a life of soul-winning, to the 
winning of multiplied thousands, 
and it is as inevitable that Satan 
will cause people to slander evan- 
gelists as that he wants to damn 
souls. 


Even Paul was a victim of this 
slander which comes on all great 
soul winners. They said Paul was 
just preaching for money. This is 
evident as we read between the 
lines in II Corinthians 11. There 
Paul says: 

“Have I committed an offense 
in abasing myself that ye might 
be exalted, because I have preach- 
ed to you the gospe] of God free- 
ly? I robbed other churches, tak- 
ing wages of them, to do you 
service. And when I was present 
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—I Cor. 9:7-15, 18. 


with you, and wanted, I was 
chargeable to no man: for that 
which was lacking to me the 
brethren which came from Mace- 
donia supplied: and in all things I 
have kept myself from being bur- 
densome unto you, and so will I 
keep myself. As the truth of 
Christ is in me, no man shall stop 
me of this boasting in the regions 
of Achaia. Wherefore? because I 
love you not? God knoweth. But 
what I do, that I will do, that I 
may cut off occasion from them 
which desire occasion; that where- 
in they glory, they may be found 
even as we.’’—II Cor. 11:7-12. 


It is clear here that Paul was 
criticised and that some even 
desired an occasion to criticize the 
great soul winner and to accuse 
him of professionalism, of com- 
mercializing the gospel. Paul 
preached the gospel at Corinth 
without taking a collection. be- 
cause of this criticism and robbed 
other churches, taking wages of 
them while he preached at Corinth. 


In Acts 20:33-35 Paul, the evan- 
gelist, made his defense before the 
assembled pastors of Ephesus. He 
said, 

“I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. Yea, ye your- 
selves know, that these hands have 
ministered unto my necessities, 
and to them that were with me. 
I mave shewed you all things, how 
that so labouring ye ought to sup- 
port the weak, and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how 
he said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive.” 


How strange that Paul, in a 
place where he had labored for 
three years, would need to defend 
himself before the ministers! 
That simply goes to show that 
the same devilish business of 
slandering evangelists and break- 
ing down their influence, went on 
then as now. And sadly enough, 
it was doubtless carried on by 
some pastors then as it is now! 

In II Corinthians 11:7, 8, and 
I Thessalonians 2:6-9 Paul de- 
fends himself. 

Paul was continually defending 
himself on this charge of commer- 
cialism. In I Corinthians 9 most 
of the chapter is on his right to 
their support, and his boast that 
he had not demanded it. 

In II Corinthians 12:17, 18 he 
say, 

“Did I make a gain of you by 
any of them whom I sent unto 
you? I desired Titus, and with 
him I sent a brother. Did Titus 
make a gain of you? walked we 
not in the same spirit? walked we 
not in the same steps?” 

They criticized Paul. They criti- 
cized Titus, another evangelist 
Paul sent them. And Paul per- 
tinently asked them if they had 
any evidence that either he or 
Titus made a gain of them, 

Il. D. L. Moody, Prince of 
Evangelists, Was Often Ac- 
cused of Mercenary Motives 
as Are All Good Soul-Winners 

Did you suppose that only a 
radical fringe of evangelists are 
accused of being mercenary, of 


trying to get rich out of preach- 
ing the gospel, and of being in 
the soul-saving work just to make 
money? Well, if you thought so, 
you are entirely wrong. The »et- 
ter the evangelist, the more criti- 
cism he gets, the more slanders 
he faces on the money question. 
In The Life of ~. L. Moody, by his 
son, page 171, is the following 
statement: 

“On reaching Ireland it was ru- 
mored that Mr. Moody was grow- 
ing rich by the royalties from the 
hymn-books. This he publicly 1te- 
nied, together with other reports 
of a like character to the effect 
that P. T. Parnum, the great 
showman, was behind the whole 
movement.” 

Moody had to publicly announce 
that the royalties from the hymn- 
books were put in the hands of 
the committee, headed by the well 
known business man, Mr. Hugh 
M. Matheson. 


On page 173 of the above men- 
tioned life of Dwight L. Moody 
we find this: 

“The following statement from 
Mr. Dodge, chairman of the Amer- 
ican trustees, is of special] inter- 
est in this connection: 

“ “Mr. Moody was greatly pained 
when in Great Britain to find that 
those who were opposed to the new 
religious life had circulated re- 
ports that larre sums of money 
were made from royalties on the 
hymn-books, and that the meet- 
ings were really carried on for the 
purpose of selling it, thus increas- 
ing the income of those conduct- 
ing them. 

“On his return to America, 
and before visiting the great 
cities of the country, he felt the 
need of a book of hymns and 
tunes adapted to his use here, and 
determined to arrange its publica- 
tion so as to avoid all possible 
criticism. 

“*He invited me to visit North- 
field to confer with him on the 
subject, which he felt to be of 
great importance. I met there 
Mr. Sankey and Mr. Bliss, and 
found a most delightful and un- 
usual spirit of Christian self-sac- 
rifice on their part. They were 
willing to contribute their own 
hymns and tunes and the copy- 
rights which they held, and joined 
with Mr. Moody in giving up all 
possible claim to any benefits 
which might arise from their pub- 
lication.’ ” 


Mr. Dodge, George H. Stuart of 
Philadelphia, and John V. Farwell 
of Chicago, were made trustees of 
the fund. Mr. Dodge says that 
the royalties on these song books 
alone up to September, 1885, was 
the large sum of $357,388.64. $35,- 
000 was used to help complete the 
Moody Church building in Chicago, 
and other thousands of dollars 
were used in the: Moody schools. 
Then Mr. Dodge says, 

“I -have ventured to go into 
this matter somewhat at length, 
because while Mr. Moody and Mr. 
Sankey have not received a cent 
of personal benefit from the roy- 
alties on the hymn-books, unkind 
and ignorant assertions have been 
made to the contrary in some 
quarters.’ ” 

When he began the great Lon- 
don campaign in February, 1875, 
Moody met with ministers and 
Christian workers and answered 
many of the criticisms they had 
heard concerning his revival work. 
He and Sankey were accused of 
getting rich off the. hymnbooks 
and from. selling organs, and 
Moody had to explain that they 
did not sell organs, did not re- 
ceive any commission or compen- 
sation in any way whatsoever 
from any person or persons for 
the organ thct Mr. Sankey used 
in the meetings, and that the 
hymnbooks were published pri- 
vately and all the royalties since 
January ist of that year would 


ary work, Mr. Moody and Mr. 
Sankey not receiving a cent from 
their sale. 

The New York Times on June 
22, 1875, in an editorial column, 
said, 


“"We are creditably informed 
e028 
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be used for charitable and mission- | 


that Messrs. Moody and Sankey 
were sent to England by Mr. Bar- 
num as a matter of speculation.’ " 


The London papers asserted that 
Moody and Sankey were financi- 
ally interested in the sale of 
cheap photographs sold on the 
streets. A photographer in one of 
the larger English towns saw 
these criticisms and wrote a letter 
to the Times, stating that he had 
offered Moody and Sankey one 
thousand pounds (about $5,000) 
if they would sit for a photograpn 
and allow him to copyright it, but 
that offer was refused. 

Moody was criticized for rais- 
ing money for his schools, the 
Bible Institute at Chicago, the 


| Northfield Seminary for Girls, and 


Mount Herman Schools for Boys 
in the East, and this criticism was 
so widespread as to be echoed in 
the newspapers and had to be an- 
swered again and again by 
Moody. 


In 1877 the Boston papers ac- 
cused Mr. Moody of having pur- 
chased a racing horse for which 
it was claimed that he had paid 
$4,000. Finding that the state- 
ment was being believed by some 
and people were prejudiced against 
his preaching by it, Mr. Moody 
made a plain statement of the 
facts in the case. He had bought 
a family buggy horse, prized for 
its gentleness, not its speed, and 
tlfe price was $250, not $4,000. 


It is obvious, then, that the bet- 
ter the evangelist, the more more 
he will be criticised and accused. 
D. L. Moody was one of the most 
unselfish men who ever lived as 
all who knew him well and inti- 
mately testified. Yet he was ac- 
cused of preaching for money. 
The fact is that ,jhe handled lots 
of money for the Lord, gave good 
account of it, and that anybody 
who wanted to know the truth 
coukid have verified this. The criti- 
cism of great evangelists is by 
people who do not like mass evan- 
gelism and who hope that what 
they say against evangelists is 
true. 

Recently somebody who was 
criticising evangelists said that 
D. L. Moody was one man about 
whom there was never a breath 
of suspicion concerning mercen- 
ary motives and money-grabbing 
That man simply had never read 
a detailed life of Moody or he 
would have known the = truth, 
which is that Moody was criticised 
by preachers all over England and 
America, was criticised by ~ the 
daily newspapers, criticised by the 
liquor crowd as well as backslid- 
den Christians and seminary pro- 
fessors and jealous pastors. It 
was continually asserted that he 
would not go for a revival cam- 
paign for less than some large 
stated amount, 


Ill. Billy Sunday Widely Slan- 
dered, Falsely Accused 

Billy Sunday was very widely 
criticized because of the large of- 
ferings that people gave him. 
However, a careful study of 
his life and the testimony of 
Mrs Sunday, Mr. Rodeheaver, 
Harry Clarke, and others of 
his long-time co-laborers all 
go to show that Mr. Sunday 
was one of the most generous of 
men and that he was as sincere 
as sunlight in his preaching of 
the gospel. Mr. Homer Rode- 
heaver, in his book, Twenty Years 
With Billy Sunday, goes into great 
detail on this matter. He says 
that in each local community 
where Billy Sunday was invited 
for a city-wide union campaign, 
local men guaranteed the budget 
expense of the campaign, but were 
not asked to make any promise of 
any amount of remuneration for 
Billy Sunday himself. It was 
simply agreed that a love-offering 
would be taken for him the last 
day or two of the campaign. Out 


of this love-offering Billy Sunday 
paid in the first years, one-third 
of the salaries of all his helpers, 
and sometimes about half of their 
salaries. 


It is true that Billy Sunday got 
large offerings. But it is equally 
true that they were free-will of- 
ferings given by people who want- 
ed to give, and were not stated 
amounts required by Mr. Sunday. 
And notice how he used these 
offerings. A total of about $100,- 
000 was spent on the Winona Lake 
Christian Assembly Grounds, Mr. 
Rodeheaver says. After his big 
Chicago campaign, the entire love- 
offering, $67,000, he gave to the 
Pacific Garden Mission where he 
had been converted. At the close 
of the New York campaign the 
free-will offering, a total of $124.,- 
600, by far the largest ever given 
to an evangelist, he donated to 
the Y. M. C. A. and the Red Cross 
for work overseas in the war zone 
during World War Number 1. 


I have been in the modest lit- 
tle cottage in Winona Lake which 
was for long years the home of 
Billy Sunday till the day of his 
death. It cost $3,750 and is small- 
er than my own modest frame 
house in Wheaton. It is true that 
Billy Sunday established trust 
funds for his children and some 
others, I am told. But when he 
died his will was probated at 
$50,000. 

Billy Sunday once said: 

““‘A moving picture company 
offered me a million dollars if I 
would make a picture preaching 
the gospel and showing the taber- 
nacle crowds. Their representa- 
tive threw a check for fifty thous- 
and dollars on the table and said 
it was mine if I would sign the 
contract. I have nothing against 
the movies as such, but I wouldn't 
sell the fame God has given me 
for preaching about Jesus for all 
the money they have. Now some 
of you skinflints that put a pen- 
ny in the collection pans and then 
bellyache about it, go on and call 
me a grafter!’” 


Mr. Rodeheaver says. that a 
group of men offering Billy Sun- 
day $5,000 a lecture for a series 
of twenty lectures and offered, in 
addition, to transport him by 
special train. When Billy Sunday 
refused, they approached Mr. 
Rodeheaver, offered him $2,500 to 
persuade Mr. Sunday to accept. 
But Billy Sunday never sold out. 

One who knows the honest truth 
about such matters cannot con-

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scientiously say that Billy Sun- 
day was a money-grabber, that he 
was mercenary, that he preached 
the gospel as an evangelist with 
bad motives. Mr. Rodeheaver 
well says that a circus would come 
to a town and in two days would 
take from the people approximate- 
ly what a seven weeks’ Billy Sun- 
day campaign would cost in the 
free gifts of the people who wished 
to give. Yet wicked men in the 
church and out would bemean 
Billy Sunday and call him a graft- 
er when he had changed the lives 
of thousands of people and when 
nobody gave him a penny except 
of their own free choice and be- 
cause they were blessed. 


IV. The Best-Known Present 
Day Evangelists Are Gen- 
erous, Unselfish Men 

I think I may say that I have 
known the best evangelists in 
America in the last twenty-five 
years. Certainly I know the best 
evangelists before the public in 
America today. Their record of 
sincerity, unselfishness, their 
blameless position in the use of 
the Lord’s money entrusted to 
them by the love of common peo- 
ple whom they have blessed, is 
most refreshing and heartening. 

Dr. Bob Jones, Sr. hes been in 
the field as an evangelist for more 
than forty years. He has had 
great revival campaigns, and I 
suspect has had larger meetings 
and larger offerings than any man 
in America except Billy Sunday. 
I do not know all the facts in the 
case, but this is an estimate of 
mine. But where has Dr. Bob 
Jones put the money? He does not 
spend it in riotous living. He has 
not saved it up in a big estate. 
He has built a great Christian 
college to be expanded in 1947 into 
a greater university. He has help- 
ed make possible the education of 
1800 leaders for Christ at once. I 
know that Dr. Bob Jones has pour- 
ed into this great school all the 
money he could rake and scrape 
from his own purse. I know that 
he has been wonderfully generous 
to many, many causes. At one 
time he sent me a check for $500 
to send The Sword of the Lord to 
preachers. Any one who would 
say that Dr. Bob Jones is preach- 
ing for money, that he is covetous, 
or that he is unchristian in the 
way he gets money or the way he 
uses it, would be a slanderer who 
does not know the facts and did 
not try to learn them. 

I am thinking just now of an- 
other greatly used evangelist, a 
genius with the fire of God upon 
him whose great city-wide cam- 
paigns have been the joy of many 
thousands in the last few years in 
America. I know that he has de- 
clined tens of thousands of dol- 
lars that he could have had. I 
know that he has poured many 
thousands of dollars more into 
Jewish missions. ,The other day 
when he moved from one state 
to another, I came to know pri- 
vately that he was hard pressed 
for money to make the move; 
aside from modest expenses he 
had spent it for the Lord and 
given it away! I wish I felt free 
to give you his name. To call 
that lovely generous soul, burn- 
ing out his life for soul-winning, 
mercenary and “a money-grab- 
ber,”” would be a grievous sin, an 
inexcusable prevarication. 

My early ministry was in the 
southwest. Now for some seven 
years I have been in a nationwide 
evangelistic ministry. It hag been 
a constant astonishment to me 
that where evangelists are not 
known well, pastors write me and 
say, “What are your terms?” 
People who are accustomed only 
to Bible conferences, not revival 
campaigns, and have listened to 
the slanders of evangelists, 
strangely th'vk that evangelists 
always set a certain high price 
on their services and will not 
come without it! How guilty are 
those who have helped to spread 
such ideas! 

In the south where most of the 
churches. that are not openly 
modernistic have revival cam- 
paigns once or twice a yoas, they 
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do not say, “What are your 
terms ?” taking it for granted that 
evangelists always expect only a 
free-will offering, whatever the 
pastor and people desire to give. 
Do not think that this standard 
is unique anpong evangelists. At 
the Winona Lake Conference on 
evangelism sponsored annually by 
The Sword of the Lord, which I 
publish, the best evangelists in 
America come, and I find that they 
are in hearty agreement. Last 
year a committee proposed the 
following statement ag a part of a 
code of ethics for evangelists. 


“Sword Fellowship evangelists 
will set no price on their services. 
Each evangelist in this fellowship 
will seek to go only where God 
leads, and to do God's will and 
then will look to God to see that 
he is properly cared for financial- 
ly. The evangelist will make no 
financial demands, will not indi- 
cate how much money he needs or 
feels he deserves. The evange- 
list’s travelling expenses, room and 
board should be paid usually out 
of General Expense Funds raised 
in nightly free-will offerings. 
Musicians’ expenses, and in some 
cases their salaries, may be paid 
the same way unless some other 
way seems preferable. Sometimes, 
when clearly agreed upon in ad- 
vance, the evangelist might pay 
his own helpers from his love 
offering. Then a love offering 
should be taken for the evangelist 
under the direction of co-operating 
pastors, and that without any un- 
seemly pressure. In good revival 
campaigns where God richly 
blesses, God’s people will take 
care of God’s evangelists. It is 
our suggestion that love offering 
envelopes be distributed the last 
few nights of a campaign, and 
that God's people be invited, by 
the pastors, to give as they feel 
will please God. We agree it would 
be better to suffer loss than to 
have any controversy or make any 
issue over the finances. 


“We agree to be moderate in our 
requests about the kind of room 
and meals we desire, conscienti- 
ously economical in our expense 
accounts, striving always to be 
content with such things as we 
have, living moderately as other 
humble Christian men live.” 


It was no surprise to find that 
at a dinner meeting of forty or 
fifty evangelists, this code of 
ethics was unanimously adopted 
without a dissenting vote, without 
even a dissenting comment. The 
evangelists present were already 
following that kind of ethical 
standard and had no hesitation 
whatever in adopting it. Since 
that time other evangelists have 
written me, urging that this code 
of ethics be published widespread 
and offering to sign it. 

In a recent very strict article in 
The Sword of the Lord on “How 
to Be an Evangelist and a Gentle- 
man,” the proper ethical standards 
for an evangelist was insisted 
upon. We had many letters of 
comment. The only disagreement 
was from some pastors who do 
evangelist work and thought that 
the code was a little strict and 
who said that churches and pastors 
sometimes do not treat the evange- 
list fairly and so he ought to be 
protected. No full-time evangelist 
expressed disapproval of anything 
in the article. These evangelists 
are not money-grabbers. 

The evidence all goes to show 
that evangelists who are un- 
scrupulous in money matters are 
the exception, not the rule, and 
that criticisms of evangelists as 
money-grabbers, as covetous men 
in a profession simply to make 
money, are slanders and absolutely 
unwarranted by the facts. 

V. Like Paul, the Author 

Gives His Own Defense 

For the sake of the whole cause 
of mass evangelism, and for the 
sake of good evangelists all over 
the nation who have no. opportun- 
ity to publicly defend themselves, 
let me give niy own testimony. 

In 1936 I was in a union revival 
campaign sponsored by nine 
churches in Binghamton, New 
York. We had a blessed cam- 
paign which continued approxi- 


mately six weeks, with 378 public 
professions, practically all of them 
adults, ali dealt with very care- 
fully. The love offering for me 
was about nine hundred dollars. 
It was the doing of the pastors 
who took the offering, and of the 
people who gave it. I gave no hint 
of what I wanted or required; I 
did not even stipulate how the 
offering should be taken. Ag I 
recall, there wag one $10.00 gift in 
the offering, five or six $5.00 gifts, 
and all the rest of the offering 
was made up of $1.00 gifts! With 
going’ and coming 1800 miles in 
my car, I spent eight weeks of 
time, and out of the offering they 
gave me, I paid one secretary full 
time and another secretary part 
time. ‘Then when I got home I had 
some $500.00 not immediately 
needed for printing bills, etc., so 
I put it on a radio program. But 
when I had gone to the bank in 
Binghamton to deposit the money, 
the teller said, “You have made a 
good thing out of this. haven't 
you!” and a daily newspaper pub- 
lished in its open forum column a 
ribald letter from a man attacking 
me personally as a mercenary 
evangelist just out to fleece the 
people! It is only fair to say that 
the editor, when I wrote him giv- 
ing the details, was glad to publish 
my letter and said he felt I had 
written with remarkable restraint 
in self-defense. The truth ig that 
in many revival services, I have 
not even received as much money 
as my expenses. 

In Seattle, Washington, in a 
city-wide campaign a year ago, a 
member of a secret order reported 
to his pastor that it had spread 
among its members the statement 
that I was guaranteed a thousand 
dollars a day before I would cOme 
to Seattle. The same source also 
said that in a Montana revival I 
had run off with a pastor's wife. 
Very fortunately, I had never 
preached in Montana, and have 
not run off with anybody’s wife 
and have never been guaranteed a 
thousand dollars a day nor ever 
asked for any other amount, large 
or small. In fact, when individual 
churches or evangelistic commit- 
tees have made me a definite offer, 
I always reply that I will not be 
a party to any kind of a bargain 
about remuneration; that I leave 
the matter to the pastors and 
churches and people and to God. 

In the magazine, Bibliotheca 
Sacra, the fall number of 1944, the 
editor, Dr. Lewis Sperry Chafer 
Says, 

“The very obvious desirability 
of soul-winning work and the evi- 
dent importance of it has given 
opportunity for  self-promoting 
men to turn this work of God into 
a racket and a graft.” 

In the same article Dr. Chafer 
says, “The self-promoting evange- 
lists whose reputation as well as 
financial returns depend upon the 
number of supposed converts se- 
cured cannot rely only on the 
working of the Spirit . . . He must 
produce apparent results.” The 
teaching here of Dr. Chafer is 
that evangelists are grafters and 
racketeers and that the reason 
they give the public invitation 
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and the reason they preach against 


sin and demand immediately re- 
pentance and count the converts 
ag they did at Pentecost, is that 
by getting apparent results, they 
can get larger offerings. The same 
thing is taught in Dr. Chafer's 
book, True Evangelism, published 
by Moody Press, 


Such unkind and harmful and 
unscriptural criticism as that 
causes me to give my own earnest 
testimony. I speak as a fool, but 
like Paul, criticism has compelled 
me. This year about $90,000 
worth of my books will have been 
sold. I could take from them a 
ten per cent royalty, but I do not 
take it, not a penny. Other 
publishers have pleaded for my 
books on that basis. $9,000 a year 
would be a very comfortable in- 
come. My book on prayer alone 
Sells at $2.00 a copy and we have 
published $80,000 copies: 20,000 
more are being planned for a new 
printing right away. Eighty 
thousand copies at 20c royalty 
each would be $16,000, which is 
& very nice sum of money. I have 
not touched a penny of it. All of 
it has gone back into free litera- 
ture given in multiplied thousands 
of copies all over the world. I 
take not one penny of remunera- 
tion as editor of The Sword of the 
Lord, have not all these years. In 
fact, Mrs. Rice and I have put ap- 
proximately $30,000 which came 
to us from revival work, into 
keeping this Christian publishing 
business going. 

We have just now incorporated 
the Sword of the Lord Publishers, 
to take effect the first of January, 
1947. Hitherto I have been able 
to keep the business in my name, 
and put ag much of my personal 
income from revival campaigns as 
I wished into the business, and 
give away as much literature as I 
was able. In that way my income 
has been kept so low that of the 
last three years, two of them I 
have owed no income tax whatever 
and one year my income tax was 
lesg that that of girls who worked 
in my office. 

We live in a very pleasant frame 
home, an old house which was re- 
modeled not long before we rented 
it, and later bought it. This year, 
seeing a good place to use the 
money for the Lord, I mortgaged 
my home for a8 much as the bank 
would lend me on it and put the 
money back into the Lord’s work. 
We live very simply at our house. 
Mrs. Rice does the family washing, 
everything but my shirts. She 
makes many of the clothes of our 
six daughters, including suits and 
coats. All my daughters work to 
help earn their way in school. 
Nearly all my own clothes are 
given to me. The suit I have on, 
my shoes, my tie, my hat were all 
given to me, and for many years 
I have bought very few clothes, 
preferring to use the money for 
the Lord’s work. I spend no 
money on hobbies. I have never 
collected stamps. I have never 
owned a gun since my boyhood, 
though I was very fond of hunting 
then. I do not own a moving 
picture camera, nor any other kind. 
Once a small kodak was given to 
me. I do not own a fishing rod, 
never have since I have been an 
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evangelist. I do not have any life 
insurance—-have not had _ since 
1926. I have not saved money. 


I have given away everything I 
could get my hands on, besides our 
modest living expenses. As Paul 
says, I am become a fool in glory- 
ing, but no man shali .~» me of 
this boasting. I have maa “*e 
gospel without price. I have taken 
no vacations. I have made no 
financial requirements. I have 
trusted the Lord and He has cared 
for me and my family and He will 
continue to do so. 

I give thig testimony for the 
sake of other evangelists. I know 
that evangelists as a whole are 
a godly, unselfish group of men 
who can be trusted. They are not 
commercial. They are not self- 
seeking. They do not deserve the 
Slanders of infidels nor the jealous 
suspicions of pastors. We ought 
in America to bring about a day 
when godly, self-sacrificing men 
who are willing to die to win souls, 
can have the friendship of common 
believers everywhere without the 
poison of distrust which hag been 
Systematically spread by a few 
enemies of masg evangelism. 

VI. Why People Give Good 
Offerings to Godly 
Evangelists 
Do you know why the “false 
aposties deceitful workers, trans- 
forming themselves into the 
aposties of Christ” accused Paul 
and made him defend himself 
against the charge of preaching 
for money at Corinth? Ido! He 
had come to Corinth and won men 
from the worship of idols unto the 
living God! From heathendom 
he had brought them into the place 
of sons of God. Now they loved 
Paul and when Paul was gone, 
they always said to the preachers, 
“But Paul did it this way,” or “I 
remember that Paul said this. . .” 
Do you know why in _ the 
province of Galatia the Judaizing 
teachers accused Paul of preaching 
for money, and tried to break 
down his influence? I do! The 
blessedness of those early days 
when Paul had preached to them 
and gotten them converted and 
taught them the Word of God and 
had seen them filled with the 
Holy Spirit and overflowing with 
joy of the new life—that blessed- 
ness had been so great that Paul 
said, “For I béar you record, that, 
if it had been possible, ye would 
have plucked out your own eyes, 
and given them to me” (Gal. 4:15). 
Jealousy of the evangelists is in- 
evitable in small-minded Christian 
workers because the evangelist, in 
the nature of the case, will be 
loved as no other minister is loved. 
He wins more people to Christ and 
the converts never forget the 
evangelist under whom they were 

saved. 

This morning I had a letter from 
a man I won to Christ many, many 
years ago. Then, on my counsel 
he joined a church and was baptiz- 
ed. Later he brought me his 
problems. In this morning's letter 
he said ‘Since you talked to me

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that day in 1935, I have never 
tasted liquor again.’ He sent $10 
today for help in getting out the 
gospel. He has sent offerings 
many times before. The devotion 
of that man which is such a com- 
fort to my heart is the very thing 
that will make others critica] of 
me. 

Recently I was in a great city- 
wide revival campaign. I made no 
requests for myself. In fact, I told 
the pastors of many churches who 
united in the meeting that I would 
pay the salaries of my song leader 
and advance man, and that if 
necessary I would make up any 
deficit in the general budget of 
the campaign. I1 told them that 
God would take care of me. But 
when it came toward the close of 
the campaign and the expense 
budget of the campaign had been 
raised, the auditorium paid for, the 
advertising paid, etc., these pastors 
vied with one another in urging 
the people to give their love offer- 
ing for me. I told them that they 
embarrassed me, that it was un- 
necessary. But with their over- 
flowing love they were eager for 
me to have a good offering. They 
knew I would use it in the work 
of the Lord. 


That kind of devotion on the 
part of people whose hearts are 
fired by revivals and on the part 
of people who are saved in revivals 
will always tend to put evangelists 
on the spot. God grant that we 
may never take advantage of it, 
but evangelists have the nearts of 
the people to whom they preach 
(if they are really filled with the 
power of God) as most other 
preachers will never have. So on 
the one hand there will be a con- 
stant tendency to trust evangelists 
and give them good offerings, on 
the part of people who are saved 
and blessed in revival campaigns, 
and on the other hand, there will 
be a constant reason for irritation 
on the part of those who are jeal- 
ous of evangelists and who do not 
like to see so many saved. 


VII. Others Worse Than 

Evengelists, Criticized Less 

Evangelists are constantly in 
the white limelight of public at- 
tention, particularly evangelists 
who hold union campaigns. So 
they get more criticism than they 
deserve or would otherwise get in 
a different work. 

ompare Billy Sunday’ with 
another man, a contemporary, a 
famous fundamental leader. This 
other man did not like Billy Sun- 
day; in fact was rather critical of 
the great evangelist. Billy Sun- 
day’s estate was probated at $50,- 
000 and I understand the other 
fundamentalist leader left $40,000. 
The fundamentalist leader who 
was critical of evagelists lived in 
a nicer home than did Billy Sun- 
day. Yet Billy Sunday was criti- 
cised a hundred times more. If 
Billy Sunday’s son was arrested 
for speeding, it was blazoned in 
the newspapers all across the na- 
tion. The fundamentalist leader 
jleft a son who was an infidel but 
few ever heard of it and fewer 
blamed the father. Both men were 
against the liquor traffic. Liquor 
dealers and distillers and brewers 
spent thousands of dollars trying 
to ruin the testimony of Billy Sun- 
day. Infamous accusations writ- 
ten so vilely that they were not 
allowed to be sent through the 
mails, were shipped by express to 
communities where Billy Sunday 
would have revival Campaigns, and 
distributed to do him harm and to 
do evangelism harm. But the 
liquor dealers spent no money, 
made no attacks against the other 
fundamentalist leader, an honest 
good man who was against liquor. 
Billy Sunday was in the limelight 
and so he was attacked. 

In my lifetime I have heard, 
from reputable sources, of only 
two evangelists who put a price 
on their services. I have not 
checked to see whether these re- 
ports were true. Perhaps they 
were. But I think at once of two 
Bible teachers that I know well. 
One of them would not come to my 
ehurch without writing and asking 
plainly how much he would get 
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for it. He had already said that 
he had the time open and was 
ready to come. When I promised 
him $100 for four week days, he 
agreed to come. Another man, a 
mighty good man, famous in 
fundamental circles as a _ Bible 
teacher, was willing to come to 
my church for a set amount per 
week day and a larger sum for 
Sundays. A pastor not long ago 
told me, with great distress, of a 
Bible teacher famous in funda- 
mental circles who would only 
agree to come to his church for a 
set amount, a large sum each 
week. Evangelists give less at- 
tention to the amount of money 
they receive than do most other 
ministers. 


I was a pastor for years. I was 
regarded as ‘touched in the head’ 
by other pastors when I went for 
seven and a half years with no 
regular salary as pastor, and took 
only what was plainly designated 
for me marked on church offering 
envelopes. It is well known that 
pastors generally will not accept 
a pastorate without a _ definite 
agreement about salary, and I 
have known of scores of eases 
where a minister would not accept 
a pastorate except at a specified 
amount which he said that he 
needed for himself and his family. 
In fact, it is regarded as normal 
that pastors should ask for the 
amount of salary which they really 
need. And I believe that very, 
few pastors are paid too much. 
Many certainly are underpaid. 
But if evangelists were as de- 
manding as even the average 
pastor, it would be a_ scandal 
shouted to high heaven! 

The difference is that evange- 
lists are in the limelight. They 
have a traveling, itinerant minis- 
try. They do not stay in one place 
to defend themselves. Satan hates 
them more, raises up more ene- 
mies. 

Pastors stand in the pulpit Sun- 
day after Sunday and plead for 
people to give to “the budget” 
the largest single item in which is 
their own salaries. With careful 
organization and much propa- 
ganda, churches make an “every 
member canvass” to get every- 
body to pledge support of the 
church financially. Such drives 
are usually directed by the pastors, 
as the executive heads of the local 
churches. In perhaps one-third of 
the church congregations in 
America, women give rummage 
sales) oyster suppers and straw- 
berry festivals to raise money to 
pay the pastor and” pay other 
church expenses. Women sell sub- 
scriptions to magazines, _ sell 
calendars, sell soaps and cosmetics, 
pies or fruitcakes to make money. 
Strangely enough, thousands of 
pastors are unashamed to boost 
this niggardly business and thus 
raise a dribble of dimes for the 
work, including their own salaries. 
Pastors send out little children 
with toy banks, with coin re- 
ceptacles to beg money for the 
support of the church. Il never 
heard of a reputable evangelist 
who would consent to the use of 
any such means for his support. 
But the evangelist is in the lime- 
light and is subject to criticism. 


Do Not Destroy God’s 
Fruit Trees 

When the children of Israel in- 
vaded the land of Canaan which 
should later be their home, this is 
the command that God gave them 
concerning the preservation of 
fruit trees: 

“When thou shalt besiege a city 
a long time, in making war against 
it to take it, thou shalt not destroy 
the trees thereof by forcing an 
axe against them: for thou mayest 
eat of them, and thou shalt not 
cut them down (for the tree of 
the field is man’s life) to employ 
them in the siege: Only the trees 
which thou knowest that they be 
not trees for meat, thoy shalt de- 
stroy and cut them down; and 
thou shalt build bulwarks against 
the city that maketh war with 
thee, until it be subdued.’’—Deut. 
20:19, 20. 

From this text the beloved Dr. 
H. A. Ironside hag preached a good 
sermon on “Care for God's :Fruit 


Trees.” It was a sin for a Jew, 
because of his anger against the 
wicked Canaanites, to cut down a 
fruit tree. To carelessly injure 
a tree that might later furnish 
food for him or someone else, was 
strictly forbidden. 

How then must God regard 
those who slander evangelists? 
Remember that four out of five 
of the born-again Christians in 


sound evangelical churches in 
America claim that they were con- 
verted and brought into the church 
as a result of revival campaigns. 
I have personally tested large 
crowds all over America on this 
question. To break down the in- 
fluence of evangelists, to accuse 
them,*to allow suspicion against 
them is a wicked sin that God 
Himself must surely punish.

fieth himself as he is pure.” 

9. It is made the great motive 
for godly living (Titus 2:11-13) 
“For the grace of God which 
bringeth salvation hath appeared 
unto all men, teaching us that, 
denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this 
present world; looking for that 
blessed hope.” 


10. It is made the great motive 
for watchfulness by our Saviour 
himself (Luke 12:35-40). “Let 
your loins be girt about, and your 
lights burning; and ye yourselves 
like unto men that wait for their 
lord, when he wil] return from 
the wedding, that when he cometh 
and knocketh they may open unto 
him immediately. Blessed are 
those servants whom, the lord 
when he cometh shall fina watch- 
ing; verily I say unto you, that 
he shall gird himself, and make 
them to sit down to meat, and will 
come forth and serve them. And 
if he shall come in the second 
watch, or come in the third watch, 
and find them so, blessed are those 
servants. And this know, that if 
the good man of the house had 
known what hour the thief would 
come, he would have watched. and 
not have suffered his house to be 
broken through. Be ye therefore 


ready also; for the Son of man 
cometh at an hour when ye think 
not.” 


11. It is made the great motive 
for the performance of good works 
by the same authority, and by 
that of John (Matt. 16:27) “For 
the Son of man shall come in the 
glory of his Father with His 
angels; and then He shall reward 
every man according to his 
works.” (Rev. 22:12) “Behold 
I come quickly; and my reward is 
with me, to give every man ac- 
cording as his work shall be.” 

12. It is made the great motive 
for urging sinners to repentance 
(Acts 3:19-31) “Repent ye, there- 
fore, be converted, that your sins 
may be blotted out, when the times 
of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord; and shall 
send Jesus Christ, which before 
was preached unto you; whom the 
heavens must receive until the 
times of the restitution of all 
things.” 

Now, we confidently ask, Who 
can show any other motive so 
urgently pressed by Christ and by 
the sacred writers for the culture 
of all Christian virtue? Are we 
not then fully justified in saying 
that the doctrine of Christ’s speedy 
coming is eminently practica] and 
inspiring ?

going to the Devil.” We are in 
a great battle. but He who is for 
us is greater than the one who 
fights against us. The Devil is 
mighty, but the Saviour is Al- 
mighty. We can overcome through 
Him. The Devil does many wick- 
ed things, but God will overcome 
him in the end. 


3. He Is a Being of Great Majesty 
and Dignity of Position 

Jude 9—“Yet Michae] the arch- 
angel, when contending with the 
Devil he disputed about the body 
of Moses, durst not bring against 
him a railing accusation, but said, 
The Lord rebuke thee.”’ 


It seems that Michael, the arch- 
angel of Heaven, quarreled with 
with Devil over the body of Moses. 
We see that the position of Satan 
was so exalted that even Michael 
did not dare bring a railing accu- 
sation against him, but rather 
called upon the Lord to rebuke 
Satan. If an angel who occupied 
such a high position could not 
rebuke Satan, surely Satan's posi- 
tion must have been a high one 
indeed. Yes, the Devil is a person 
of great majesty and dignity of 
position. 

4. He Is the Prince of This World 

This is where we come in con- 
tact with him. If he were simply 
some great monarch ruling a 
kingdom thousands of miles away 
from us we need never be con- 
cerned about him, but he is right 
here in this world carrying on his 
evil work and we come in contact 
with him every day. John 14:30— 
“Hereafter I will not talk much 
with you: for the prince of this 
world cometh, and hath nothing 
in me.” 

Just look around you for a 
minute and you will see that the 
Devil is ruling today as the prince 
of this world: We can never have 
permanent peace in the world be- 
cause he rules in the hearts of the 
world's great leaders. The worldly 
man is out for gain—he has a 
greedy heart and seeks to gain 
everything available. He has no 
respect for the rights of others. 
This is true of individuals and na- 
tions, because, the Devil is ruling 


in human hearts. Why were mil- 
lions of people ruthlessly killed {nm 
Europe? Why did the Japs com- 
mit the atrocities against. the 
people of China and the soldiers 
of America? Why were nations 
overrun? Why were millions of 
people killed in the recent war? 
There is only one answer to all of 
these questions—the Devil is rul- 
ing in the hearts of men all over 
the world. 


The Devil has the upper hand in 
many lives. He sits upon the 
throne of many hearts. A little 
girl in Chicago is kidnaped and 
her body is hacked to pieces; a 
drunken father kills a little child; 
a man and woman kil an aged 
relative in order to get her insur- 
ance; a young woman takes the 
downward trail which leads to ruin

and disgrace; an otherwise loving 
father brings hig little family te 
poverty and distress because of 
sin. The Devil is behind everyone 
of these things. He even comes 
to church and enters into the 
hearts of the church members, 
causing them to do things which 
only the Devil could think of. 
What a pitiful and tragic thing it 
is to let the Devil rule in the heart 
in place of the Lord Jesus Christ! 


IMI. The Character of the 
Devil 
1. He Is Wicked 

God is the Holy One; He is the 
embodiment of perfect holiness. 
The Devi] is just the opposite; he 
is the embodinment of consummate 
wickedness. 

2. He Is the Original Sinner 

1 John 3:8—‘“He that commit- 
teth sin is of the devil; for the 
devil sinneth from the beginning. 
For this purpose the Son of God 
was manifested, that he might 
destroy the works of the devil.” 

Why do men sin today? It is 
because they belong to the Devil. 
They have his nature in their flesh. 
Why, then, do Christians sin? 
They have been saved but they 
still retain their old sinful natures. 
They never lose that nature until 
Jesus, in the twinkling of an eye, 
transforms them and makes them 
like unto Himself. The evil nature 
within the Christian is always 
fighting against the good nature, 
the spiritual nature. The flesh 
of this world sins. The divine 
spirit within a Christian repents. 
The flesh sins, but the soul of a 
Christian belongs to God and does 
not sin. When I sin my flesh has 
the upper hand. When I repent 
of that sin my spirit is ruling. 
The Devil tempts the Christian 
and the Christian often falls inte 
sin. He can say, however, with 
Paul, “It is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me.” The 
Christian who sins is indeed a 
wretched man, but he can say 
again with Paul, ‘I thank God that 
through Jesus Christ our Lord I 
can be delivered from the body of 
this death.’ 

VL. The Work of the Devil 

1. He Lies to Men 

We are told that *he is the 
“father of lies.” We cannot trust 
anyone who tells lies for the Devil 
has invented every lie that -has 
fever been told. He lies to men ‘to- 
‘day. He says to them, “Follow 
‘me into the pathways of ‘sin and 
+I -will give you the sweetness of 
rlife.”” The Devil is lying; he can- 
not do it. He can give you the 
pleasures of sin for a season, but 
in the end you drink the bitter 
dregs of diappointment and de- 
spair as you sink down into eternal 
Hell.

2. He Tempts Men to Sin 

He is the original tempter. He 
tempted our first parents in the 
Garden of Eden. They fell before 
the tempter and as they sank 
down into sin they reached up and 
took the hand of every other per- 
son who would ever be born into 
che world and pulled them down 
into sin along with them. 

The greatest picture of tempta- 
tion is shown in the tempting of 
Jesus. For forty days and nights 
He had prayed and fasted. He 
came back into the world weak 
and hungry. The Devil met Him 
and tempted Him in the realm of 
material things when he said, “If 
thou be the Son of God, command 
that these stones be made bread.” 
But Jesus beat him back with the 
words from Deuteronomy. The 
next time he tempted Him in the 
realm Of His pride. Taking Jesus 


to the pinnacle of the temple he. 
“If thou be the Son: 


said to Him. 
of God, cast thyself down.” Jesus 
again beat him back with another 
Scripture from Deuteronomy. The 
next time he tempted Jesus in the 
realm of the desire for power. He 
took Him into the high mountain 
and said to him, “All these things 
will I give thee, if thou wilt fall 
down and wership me.” Jesus 
again beat him back with a quota- 
tion from .the same Old Testament 
record. .In like. manner Satan 
tempts us in all of these points. 
Never a day goes by but that he 
tempts us to sin in word and 
thought and deed. 

What a.shrewd tempter Satan 
is!, .He arranges things in «a 
beautiful manner—he captivates 
and fascintes us. He tries to 
make us forget that we are Chris- 
tians; he seeks to make us throw 
aside our good resolutions; he 
plants a little thought in our 
minds, a thought which grows 
into a deadly sin. The only way 
we can overcome the tempter is 
through the power that comes 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. 


3. He Is the Author of 
False Views 

Second Corinthians 4:4 — “In 
whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which 
believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ, who is 
the image of God, should shine 
unto them.” | 

All over the world the Devil has 
been able to cause men to doubt 
the old things which have been 
believed down through the ages. 
He especially brings doubts con- 
cerning the person of Christ. He 
is constantly telling men that 
Christ isnit divine. He begins an 
evil work by planting a doubt in 
our hearts, then he is easily able 
to lead us on and on into sin. In 
the Garden of Eden when the Devil 
tempted Eve, she said to him, ‘God 
has told us not to eat of the fruit 
of this certain tree, saying that if 
we do eat of it we will die.’ Then 
the Devil replied in a very Sar- 
castic vein, “Ye shall not surely 
die.” The seed was planted, the 
doubt began to grow, and soon 
Eve had been swept down into the 
guilt of sin. He even tried to 
bring doubt into Jesus’ mind when 
he said, “If thou be the Son of 
God. . «” 

The gambling hells, the liquor 
joints, the houses of infamy are 
net the only places of Satan's 
activities. He is working in many 
schools and ‘colleges in the land. 
Men and women are teaching im- 
mature boys and girls to doubt the 
Word of God. They call the Bible 
“old fogy stuff” and encourage the 
students to throw off mother’s 
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religion. The Devil konws that if 
he can cause these young people 
to doubt the Bible he can soon 
lead them off into sin. I know it 
is true for I have seen it many 
times. 

When Dr. B. H. Carroll, founder 
and first president of the South- 
western Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary, lay upon his death bed, he 
said to Dr. Lee R. Scarborough, 
his successor, “Lee, keep the 
Seminary tied to the old Book.” 
The Bob Jones University adver- 
tises that they “believe in the old- 
time religion without apology.” 
We must not let the Devil capture 
all of Our schools. Christ and the 
Word of God must be the center 
of our educational life if Christian- 
ity is to thrive and if Christian 
leaders are to be sent into this 
wicked world. 

V. The Destiny of the Devil 

Revelation 20:10 “And the 
Devil that deceived them was cast 
into the lake of fire and brimstone, 
where the beast and the false 
prophet are, and shall be torment- 
ed day and night for ever and 
ever.” 

When the Devil comes down to 
his final end, his destiny will be 


in the everlasting fires of Hell. 
He will not be there alone—his 
followers will be with him. Hell 
ig a “place prepared for the Devil 
and his angels.” It is a place of 
just and righteous punishment. 
If. you go to Hel] it will be be- 
cause you cast your lot with the 
Devil rather than with God. 
Everyone who rejects Chirst is 
throwing in his lot with Satan and 
there is nothing left for him but 
everlasting Hell. 


VI. How to Get Victory Over 
the Devil 
1. Surrender to God and 
Resist the Devil 

James 4:7—"Submit yourselves 
therefore to God. Kesist the Devil, 
and he will flee from you.” When 
we resist the Devil in our own 
strength we will always fail. But 
when we surrender to God we 
have all of His power on our side. 
The trouble with most of us is 
that we do not resist the overtures 
of Satan. When he tempts us we 
embrace the opportunity to sin. 
But if we are to conquer Satan we 
must resist him in the strength of 
the Lord. We must say to him, 
“I cannot yield to this thing be- 
cause Il am a child of God.” Sure- 
ly the Lord will help us if we as- 
sume such an attitude, and if in 
that way we whip the Devil we 
will be a little bit atrengee to 
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defeat him the next time. 


2. We Are to Store Up God’s Word 
and God’s promises in our heart. 


Jesus defeated the Devil by re- 
gnembering and resting on the 
Word of God. We are to remem- 
ber all the promises which He 
/makes to those who stand up for 
Him. When we neglect the Bible 
we dare leaving the windows wide 
open and the Devil can come in 
and conquer us. God imparts 
strength through His Word anc we 
must stand upon that Word if we 
are to be strong enough to defeat 
the evi] one. 


3. We Are to Put on the Whole 
Armor of God 

We can hold the shield of faith 
before us by saying in our heart, 
“This is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith.” 
We are to wear the helmet of sal- 
vation, shouting, “I am saved, I 
belong to Jesus and I will not 
yield to this temptation.” We 
must wield the sword of the Spirit, 
using the Bible and its truth upon 
the Devil and thus sending him 
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back to his hot hole in Hell. 


.4. We Are to Claim Jesus’ 
Strength for Ours 

Ephesians 6:10 — “Finally, my 
brethren, be strong in the Lord, 
and im the power of his might.” 
When temptations come and we 
cry out, “Lord help me,” He will 
give us strength. He has never

Thank God, the third general 
thing about this text, by way of 
introduction, is that not only do 
we have here the greatest tragedy 
this world has ever seen, not only 
do we witness here the greatest 
work God has_ever done, but, I 
beg you to remember, that here is 
also the greatest offer God makes 
to each and every one of us. 


It seems to me whenever I think, 
or read, or sing, or preach, or 
hear about the cross, that God, in 
the cross, bends down from 
Heaven, His hands stained with 
the blood of His Son reaching out 
to us, saying, “I Know you're a 
sinner, I know you're lost, I know 
you're helpless, I know you're 
hopeless, I know you're powerless. 
But I love you. Here is the proof 
of it! The blood of my Son! I 
want to save you! I want to for- 
give your sins! I want to take you 
out of the pit and from the miry 
clay! I want to make you clean 
in the blood of my Son! I want to 
put your feet on the rock. I want 
to put the song of salvation, even 
the song of Moses and of the 
Lamb, on your lips, that you may 
go on rejoicing all the days of 
your life, until I meet you, and 
greet you, and welcome you to 
Myself in Glory. 

But a question comes up, ”. . .« 
even so,” the text says, “must the 
Son of man be lifted up.” You 
notice I changed it a little’. . even 
go was the Son of man lifted up.’ 
He was lifted up. He was lifted 
up on the cross! He was lifted up 
out of the tomb! He was lifted 
up to the throne. He is being 
lifted up by our testimony! Why 
was Jesus lifted up? Why did 
Jesus have to die for our sins? 
Why the Cross of Calvary? Why 
the awful blood of His agony? If 
you were to ask that question, 
start with Genesis and go through 
Revelation, reading every page, 
every chapter, every verse, every 
word in’ the Bible, I am just as 
definitely sure as I am standing 
before you, speaking to you, that 
you would come to identically the 
game convictions to which the 
Holy Spirit has brought me. The 
Son of man was lifted up for three 
reasons, and those three reasons 
make up the fact that changed the 
world. 


I. Jesus Died to Condemna 
Our Sins 
» 1. The Cross Exposes The 
Presence of Sin 

The first reason Jesus died for 
our sins was to reveal our sins, to 
expose our sins, to condemn our 
gins, to describe our sins, to show 
them up im all their bleek black- 
ness, in all their awful horror. The 
cross of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
lifting up of the Son of God on 
that blood-stained, cursed tree, 
reveals the presence of sin. If you 
want to know that there is sin in 
this world, my friends, you go to 
the cross. No sin—no cross, no 
cross, no sin—it works both ways. 
Else, why did Jesus have to die? 
There are some people who deny 
sin, for example the Christian 
Scientists and other of their ilk. 
There are some people who try to 
explain away sin. Certain psych- 
ologists, certain biologists, certain 
philosophers, certain so-called 
scientists, say that sin is not as 
Christian theology describes it. 
It is something that is just in the 
nature of the growth of the world 
and of the human race. But the 
cross, the blood-stained cross of 
Calvary, points a finger of accu- 
sation at every one of us. It 
points the searchlight of God's 
wisdom, of God’s words at every 
one of our hearts, and proves these 
wiseacres wrong. Sin nailed 
Jesus to the cross. Sin drained 
Him of Hig blood. Sin broke His 
heart. Sin tortured Him until He 
gave up the ghost. When we 
stand at the judgment bar of God, 
hear me now, that cross, if it is 
not the mightiest witness for us 
because we've accepted it’s blood- 
bought salvation, will be the 
mightiest witness against ug be- 
@ause we have rejected that same 


blood-bought salvation. Forever 
and for eternity, it is utterly im- 
possible for one who has heard the 
Story of the cross of Calvary to 
say, “I did not know that there 
was such a thing as sin, I did not 
know that I was a sinner.” The 
cross, exposes the presence of sin. 
2. The Cross Details The 
Power of Sin 


Second, the cross details the 
power of sin. Oh, would to God 
the people of Chicago, the people 
of America, the people of the 
world would listen to the warning 
from the cross. Listen carefully! 
Sin and Satan are so mighty, sin 
and Satan are so powerful that not 
even God, I repeat that, not even 
Almighty God, could combat sin 
except through the blood of His 
only begotten Son. Even God was 
stopped by sin. Even God was 
stopped by Satan. Even God was 
helpless in the face of sin. Even 
God was powerless in the face of 
Satan. Even God had to meet the 
awful power of sin and Satan, in 
the agony of Christ, outside the 
gates of Jerusalem nineteen 
hundred and more long years*ago. 

What does that say to us? [If 
sin required from God the death of 
His Son, if sin stopped God until 
God put into His own hand the 
forged weapon of Calvary’s sword, 
Calvary’s blood-bought sword, tell 
me what about the power of sin 
in your life? What about the 
power of sin in my life? It is 
utterly, totally, unqualifiedly im- 
possible for any Of us to overcome 
sin, to stop sin, to save ourselves 
from sin, to put a barrier in the 
way of the power of sin, in any 
other way except through the 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Hear me, my friends! If there 
were any other way by which God 
could have helped us, if there were 
any other way by which we could 
help ourselves, Jesus would never 
have gone to the cross. Jesus 
would never have had the weight 
of the mass of our sins, of our in- 
iquities crushed upon His precious 
tender body and heart. 


3. The Cross Manifests The 
Penalty of Sin 


The third thing that the cross 
tells us about sin is not only con- 
cerning its presence, not only con- 
cerning its power, but concerning 
its penalty. You know I've read 
after commentators! I’ve heard 
preachers. I've heard some 
preachers and teachers who try 
to suggest this thought. Listen 
carefully! They say that when 
Jesus Christ on the cross cried, 
“my God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” He didn’t mean, 
just what the words seem to im- 
ply. According to them, there is 
some mystery involved there. Ac- 
cording to them, God had not for- 
saken Jesus. There is some 
mystery there we just can’t under- 
stand. When we get to Heaven 
Jesus will explain it to us. They 
cannot see how God could have 
gone back on His own Son. But, 
my friends, just take the words 
for what they mean. When Jesus 
hung on the cross under the weight 
and burden of our sins, God actu- 
ally, literally, physically turned 
His eyes and His face away from 
His Son. It was then and there 
that Jesus tasted the dregs of the 
cup of our transgressions. It was 
then that Jesus suffered the doom 
of damnation for every one of us. 
“Him who knew no sin, God made 
to be sin for us.” “The Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 
“Christ hath redeemed us from 
the curse of the law, being made 
a Curse for us.” Jesus was our sin. 
Jesus was our evil. Jesus was our 
curse. God actually punished Him, 
or rather punished us in Him, by 
turning His back upon His only be- 
gotten Son. The pain of the nails, 
the pain of the torn back, the pain 
of the awful crown of thorns, was 
not anything alongside of the pain 
in the heart of the Redeemer when 
His Father turned His back on Him 
to show the world His awful 
hatred of sin. 


Hear me as I finish. I told 
the cross exposes the ousduned ad 
Sin. It exposes the power of sin. 
It exposes the penalty of sin. 


This is what I mean. If God hates 
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sin so much, if God detests sin so 
much, if God despises sin so much, 
if God 
that not only did He permit His 
Son to be nailed to the cross ynder 
its wages, but He cursed His Son 


is sO much against sin, 


with the curse of His own abandon- 
ment, what think you will He do 
with you, and you, and you, and 
you, and me, and anyone else if 
we persist in our sins, if we re- 
fuse the offer of God's mercy? 

Yes, my friends, the fact that 
changed the world, the death of 
the Lord Jesus Christ on Calvary’s 
cross was first of all a condemna- 
tion of our sins. May I say it 
again! When you and I stand at 
the judgment bar of God, if you 
are a Christian, the blood of Jesus 
Christ, the cross of Christ, will be 
the bridge across Hell and the key 
into Heaven. If you are not a 
Christian, the same cross, the 
same blood will be a bar blocking 
your way into Heaven, wil] be the 
condemnation of God that will 
consign you to the torments of a 
devil’s Hell. But that is not all. 


II. Christ Died to Redeem 
Our Souls 


The second thing in the “even 
so was the Son of man lifted up” is 
that Jesus died, not only to con- 
demn our sins, but to redeem our 
souls, to redeem our souls. It is 
hard for some people to understand 
that God required satisfaction. 
Permit a crude illustration. 

Supposing your son were driving 
down State Street at sixty miles 
an hour. Supposing he killed a 
man. It is not murder, but it is 
manslaughter. He was breaking 
the law, and he killed a man. Sup- 
posing you were the judge on the 
Circuit or Superior court of the 
criminal division right here in 
Chicago. Supposing your son 
came up for trial. You loved him 
as you never loved your own life. 
Supposing your son said to you, 
“Daddy, Mamma, I'l] never again 
do anything like that! Here is my 
license to drive the car. I'm tear- 
ing it up and throwing it away: 
Daddy, Mamma, I'll never drive a 


car again as long as I live. Please 
don’t send me to prison.” Would 


you set him free? Not if you had 
the honor that God gave a Texas 
horned toad. Not if you had the 
decency and the honesty that a 
judge ought to have. You'd send 
him to the penitentiary, because 
that’s the law The law has to be 
satisfied. Do you believe there is 
a God? Of course you do. Do you 
believe God is the mora] governor 
of the universe? Of course you 
do. Do you believe God is Holy? 
Of course you do. Do you believe 
God is righteous? Of course you 
do. If you believe there is a God; 
if you believe He is the governor 
of the universe; if you believe 
He is holy and righteous: if you 
believe He is just and perfect, then 
the very being, the very perfec- 
tions of God require that He con- 
Sign the sinner intg Hell. It is 
either that or abdicate His throne. 
It is either that or be no more 
righteous, no more just than the 
crookedest judge on the crookedest 
bench in the crookedest court in 
the city of Chicago, and there are 
plenty of them here, God wot. 
You know as well as I do that it is 
not that way with God. The law 
has been passed. The righteous- 
ness of God is from everlasting to 
everlasting. The judgments and 
the justice of God have to be 
satisfied! The penalty has to find 
it’s victim. The curse of the Lord 
had to sheathe its sword in some- 
body’s heart, either in the heart of 
the sinner, or in the heart of some 
substitute. Thank God, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, was 
willing to become the substitute 
for every one of us. He went to 
the cross to redeem us. He died 
for us. He perished on our behalf. 

There is here redemption from 
the law. “Christ has redeemed us 
from the curse of the law, being 
made a curse for us.” His blood 
on the altar of God's justice and 
judgment for the believer satis- 
fies the law for every believing 


sinner, for every sin, for all time 
and eternity. 

There is redemption from death, 
because Jesus Christ paid the price 
in death, because Jesus Christ 
overcame death, because Jesus 
Christ rose triumphantly from the 
grave of death. 


There is redemption from jud- 
ment. What advantage would 
there be for God to judge our sins, 
the sins of those of us who are 
believers, when our sins have al- 
ready been judged, when our sins 
have already been condemned, 
when the sentence has already 
been pronounced, and Jesus has 
already suffered the penalty of 
imprisonment and death? Yes, 
there is redemption from judg- 
ment. 


There is redemption from Hell. 
It is written, “There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus... .” 

There is redemption for Heaven. 
Again it is written, “These are 
they which ... have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb.” Think of the 
all-inclusiveness of this redemp- 
tion. Every sin is washed away. 
Every sinner, accepting Christ as 
Saviour, is made favorable, ac- 
ceptable to and accepted by God 
Almighty. Think of the conclu- 
siveness of that redemption. 
‘There remaineth no more to be 
done. Christ Jesus once in the 
end of the world hath appeared 
and completed the work He had 
begun.’ God doesn’t expect any- 
thing from us, God doesn’t want 
anything from us, God doesn’t ask 
anything of us. The death of 
Jesus Christ on the cross concluded 
the matter of redemption. But, 
don’t stop there. Do not think 
only of the inclusiveness, do not 
think only of the conclusiveness, 
but also remember the exclusive- 
ness of that redemption. There 
is no other way. There is no other 
remedy. There is no other way of 
escape from our sins. There is no 
other thing that’s acceptable to 
God for our transgressions. There 
is no other program of salvation. 
There is no other plan of redemp- 
tion. There is no other coin; there 
is no other means; there is no 
other method; there is no other 
motive that God will recognize in 
time and eternity. It is exclusive- 
ly in the Lord Jesus Christ. Turn 
your back upon Him and you are 
damned. Turn your face to Him 
and you're saved. 

Last of all, there is no need of 
going too long in this matter, I am 
merely crystalizing in your minds 
things that all of you have known. 

Ill. Christ’s Death Inspires 

Our Service 

Not only was the Son of man 
lifted up to condemn our sins; not 
only w@® He lifted up to redeem 
our souls, but He was lifted up to 
inspire our service, to constrain 
our service. 

Paul's cry was, “I am determin- 
ed to know nothing among you 
save Christ and him crucified.” 
John’s cry was, “Herein is love, 
not that we loved God, but that 
he loved us, and sent his son to 
be the propitiation for our sins.” 

There are a great many which 
I cannot understand. There are 
numerous things in life which are 
dim, deep mysteries to me. But 
them one which is to me the 
darkest of them all. The longer I 
preach, the more people I see, the 
more revivals and religious serv- 
ices I engage in, the more difficult 
to understand it becomes. I can 
see less and less light upon it with 
every passing day. It is this: how 
any of you, or anyother person, 
raised in comparatively Christian 
homes, in comparatively Christian 
communities, how any of you who 
have heard the story of the cross, 
have sung it, have listened to it, 
have prayed it, have read it, how 
any of you can come to service 
after service, attend revival after 
revival, can hear sermon after 
sermon, can listen to song after 
song, then turn away, leave the 
auditorium without accepting 
Christ, without dedicating your- 
selves to Him, is something that 
is impossible for me to compre- 
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hend.. Listen, my friends! I have 
nothing to boast about, God knows. 
Iam So far short of the standard 
I have set for my own life, that 
my heart aches, literally aches, 
when I think of the great distance 
I have come of God's requirementg 
for me. But there ig one event 
in my life that I like to think 
about, like to talk about. Hear 
me! The very first time some- 
body told me about Jesus’ dying 
for my sins, I accepted Him as 
my personal Saviour. I gave Him 
my heart. I gave Him my life. I 


have tried hard not to take it~ 


back. 


How any person can think of 
the love of God in Christ, of the 
torments, the tortures of those 
awful six hours of agony on the 
cross, then turn away unsaved, un- 
consecrated, is something beyond 
this poor preacher’s mentality; 
beyond this preachers’ intelligence. 
How you can keep from coming to 
prayer meeting; how you can keep 
from telling the story of salvation 
to the lost; how you can see your 
church engaged in a revival, an 
attack against sin and Satan, then 
stay away night, after night, after 
night, only come when it suits 
you, and it doesn’t cost you any- 
thing, is something that is utterly 
impossible for me to see. But, 
who am I to condemn you? I am 
not even your pastor. It ig be- 
tween you and God. May God in 
His infinite mercy so indite the 
picture of the dripping wounds of 
the Son of God upon your hearts, 
upon your minds, upon your souls 
this day, that from now on there 
will be a different story to tell in 
your sacrificial devotion to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. But let us 


quickly speed on in this matter of 
service. 


1. Inspires To Separation 


First, there is the inspiration to 
separation, to separation, the in- 
spiration to give up the things of 
the world, the inspiration to turn 
our backs on sin, the inspiration 
to refuse to have anything to do 
with Satan, with the flesh, with 
the world with everything else 
that would hurt the Lord Jesus 
Christ. There is the inspiration 
to fight sin. You say, “Why— 
because it will hurt me?” Yes. 
“Why,—because it will hurt my 
influence ?” Yes. *“Why—be- 
CauSe it will cost me money?” 
Yes. “Why—because it will bring 
me regrets?” Yes. But most of 
all, you ought to fight sin because 
it will hurt Jesus. He hag been 
tormented enough, too much, for 
any of us to pain Him any more. 
Oh, my soul, I wouldn’t do it to a 
mad dog what some of you are 
doing to the Son of God. I 


wouldn't torture the worst enemy I 
have on earth, the worst enemy 
God and man has in the world, as 
some of you are racking the Re- 
deemer, by your indifference, by 
your ingratitude, by your unbelief, 
by your unconcern. Oh, I beseech 
you, not for my sake, not even for 
your church’s sake, not even for 
your pastor’s sake, but for the 
sake of blood-stained Jesus, to de- 
clare war against sin, against 
Satan from now and forever, 

2. Inspires to Dedication 


Second, there is the inspiration 
to our dedication, not only our 
separation, but our dedication. 

We are not our own. We belong 
to Jesus. Our hands, our feet, 
our minds, our hearts, our hopes, 
our loved ones, our jobs, every- 
thing that we are and have, He 
bought, He paid for by His

wondrous mercy, by His sacrific- 
ial grace, by His abandonment of 
self. Yes, the cross is a constant 
source of challenge, of inspiration, 
of invitation, to every one of us 
to give our lives, our services to 
Him who gave His life in service 
for us. 
3. Commission to Witness 


Last of all, there is here not only 
the inspiration to fight against 
sin, to dedicate and devote self and 
substance to the Lord, but there 
is here aiso the commission to 
witness, and by God’s grace, to 
win others to the Saviour. It is 
my firm conviction, as deep-seated 
as my religion, that the chief, if 
not the only, reason God saves us 
and lets us live, is that He might 
use us as witness-bearers, that He 
might use us to go afield and tell 
others the story of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Cost? Certainly it will 
cost. Think of what it cost Jesus 
to save us. Toil? Certainly there 
will be toil. But think. of the toil 
of Jesus under the scourge, under 
the cross, then on the cross. 
Sacrifice? Certainly it will re- 
quire sacrifice. But think of the 
crown of righteousness and reward 
that is waiting for us. 

Some years ago in England &@ 
young evangelist, sent out by 4 
certain church organization there, 
obtained a tent, and began hold- 
ing revival meetings all around 
the badlands of London. He came 
to one of- the wickedest, vilest 
communities. Putting up his tent 
on a vacant lot, scattering the 
advertising, he began preaching 
the gospel. People started com- 
ing, slowly at first, then in larger 
numbers. Some few were con- 
verted. It was hard, heartbreak- 
ingly hard. There was no church 
in that community, just crowds of 
unevangelized people as bad, and 
worse than very heathen. But the 
crowds kept on increasing. Some 
Christians came. Some unsaved 
came. During the course of the 
revival, about the second or third 
week, among the converts was a 
boy about fourteen. He was the 
son of a saloon-keeper who was a 
widower. The boy’s mother had 
died when the boy was just a little 
tiny fellow. The father had raised 
him. They lived upstairs over the 
saloon. Immediately upon. the 
boy’s conversion, he began to plead 
with his daddy to come to church. 
His daddy cursed him out telling 
him to forget about it. The meet- 
ings went on. One Saturday night, 
instead of having a service, they 
had a prayer meeting. In the 
course of the prayer meeting the 
preacher said, “Do any of you 
have some loved one for whom 
you want us to pray?” The people, 
here and there, raised their hands. 
The boy shyly lifted his hand. 

The preacher said, “All right 
son.” 

“Pray for my daddy. He is a 
saloon-keeper. I want to see him 
saved.” 

The saloon was closed on Sun- 
day. On Monday, one of the 
neighbors, a Christian, told the 
father that his boy had asked for 
prayer for him. The neighbor 
didn’t intend to hurt the boy. He 
was trying to help the father by 
his testimony. He thought it 
would break the father’s heart 
that the boy was praying for him. 
When the boy came home from 
school, the saloon-keeper came up- 
stairs, got hold of the lad, shook 
him hard, and said, “Listen, if you 
want to be a this, that, and the 
other kind of a Christian, go ahead. 
But you leave my name out of it. 
Leavegme alone, now. Don’t talk 
‘about me.” 

The boy was frightened, and 
promised not to refer to the man. 
‘Came Saturday night again. The 
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tent crowd had another prayer 
meeting. The boy stood it ag long 
as he could. Finally he raised his 
hand to say again, “Pray for my 
daddy.” Monday morning came 
the same neighbor told it to the 
sinner again, thinking he was do- 
ing the boy and his dad a favor. 
He wasn’t trying to be mean. 
He was trying to be helpful. When 
the boy came home from school, 
daddy got hold of him again to 
threaten, “Listen, if you ever 
mention my name like that in 
public again, I'll kill you. I'll kill 
you. I'll literally kill you.” He 
flung the boy away from him. 
That week went past. Another 
week passed by, at third, a fourth. 
The meeting was still on. There 
came another Saturday night. 
Another prayer meeting was be- 


ing held. The boy sitting on a 
back seat was sobbing his little 
heart out. After awhile, he raised 
his hand. “Pray for my daddy.” 


Monday morning came and the 
same neighbor went and told 
daddy again. You see, he was 
trying to help the daddy. He 
wasn't trying to do something 
mean. He was trying to be of 
help. When the boy came home 
from school that afternoon, the 
brutal father took the boy into his 
room, and closed the door. Taking 
off his belt he scourged the boy 
until the lad’s blouse was red with 
blood. When the boy fainted away 
the man threw him to the floor. 
Getting a pail of water he came 
upstairs and doused the boy. 
When the boy stirred, the man 
kicked him hard, and left the room. 
The boy got to his knees, broken, 
torn, sore, weeping, climbed up on 
his bed and sobbed himself to 
sleep. About eight that night, 
perhaps a little later, the father 
started up the stairs. He had 
been thinking about the boy all 
alone up there. After all, it was 
his boy. The saloon-keeper step- 
ped into his son’s room. The boy 
was on his face, his hands out- 
stretched, his cheek against the 
bed. The father could see the 
slow tears, even in his sleep, 
coursing down the pale cheek. The 
back of the shirt had become stiff 
with blood. Dropping to his 
knees the man put his hand across 
that boy’s back. The boy woke up 
and started to shrink away from 
his daddy. The big man, broken 
a bit, pulled the lad towards him- 
self, doing his best to keep his 
hand and arm away from the son's 
back. 

“I’m sorry, kid,” he said, “I'm 
sorry. I'll never do it again. So 
help me God, kid, I'll never touch 
you again, no matter what you 
do. I’m sorry.” 

He began to cry, and the boy 
with him. 

After awhile the daddy said, 
“Son, are you really a Christian?” 

“Yes, dad,” answered the boy 
half afraid. 

“Can you pray, son?” 

“T can a little bit, daddy. 
learned a little bit.” 

“Son, after all I've done to you, 
will you pray for your old daddy ?”’ 

“T surely will.” 

“Will you pray for me now?” 

“I surely will.”

“Can you get down on your 
knees and pray for me?” 
“I: think I can.” The boy 


crawled out of bed, got down on 
his knees, put his arm around his 
father’s back, and with his dad’s 
hand softly patting his sore back, 
began to pray. 

“Lord, save my daddy. Lord, I 
want my daddy to be a Christian.” 

The boy was sobbing. The man 
was sobbing. The boy kept on 
pleading weepingly. After some 
minutes, his daddy stopped him. 

“Son, it’s all right. I'll do it 
right now. I'll give my heart to 
Christ right now. Tell me how to 
do it. Vi accept Jesus as my 
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Savious right now.” With his 
torn back, with his tear-stained 
face, with all of it forgotten the 
young Christian said, 

“Daddy, all you have to do is just 
to trust and confess Christ.” 

Right then and there, weeping 
out his remorse and repentance, 


the father came over on the Lord’s 


side. The next morning the 
father came up to the boy’s room 
shining, clean shaved, dressed in 
his Sunday best. 

“Son, I don’t want you to go to 
school today. I want you to go 
with me.” 

The boy said, “What will the 
teacher. ....” 


“Never mind, I'l) write her a 
note. Come with me.” 

“Where will we go, daddy ?” 

“Dress, I'll tell you.” They had 
breakfast. 

“Son, I want you to take me to 
the preacher.” 

“You mean the man that is in 
the tent?” 

“Yes, I want you to find him.” 

“I know where he lives, daddy.”’ 

“Well, let’s go.” 

“Daddy, you’re not going to 
fight him or anything ?” 

“No, I want him to do some- 
thing for me. Son, I’m not going 
to fight anybody any more. They 
walked to where the preacher 
wags staying. The saloon-keeper 
introduced himself. 

“Preacher,” he said, “I want you 
to come with me, and my boy.” 

They came to the saloon. The 
saloon-kgeper opened the door, 
went down to the basement, got a 
double bit ax, came back into the 
bar. 

“You two stand by the door and 
get out of my way because I may 
hurt you.” 

He lifted that double bit ax, 
smashed the bar, smashed the 


bottles, smashed the _ frosted 
mirror, smashed the barrels, 
smashed the tables. When the 


thing was swimming ankle deep 
in wine, in whiskey, in beer, in 
ale in sawdust, he said, “Now 
come out of here.” 

They walked out of there. The 
man reached down into his pocket, 
took out a key. 

“Preacher,” he said, “this whole 
building and everything that is in 
it ig al] yours. You can have it. 
You can do anything you want to 
with it. 

Right now while I am preaching 
to you, oh my friends, there is a 
church right there where that 
saloon was. Why? What was the 
cause of it all? One boy, by the 
grace of God, realized the fact that 
changed the world, accepted 
Christ as his Saviour, was inspired 
to service, paid the price in sacri- 
fice, started a chain of influence 
that will go on from now on, for- 
ever, from then on till Jesus comes. 
The question is, Does Jesus mean 
as much to you?

It didn’t cost Him 
a second extra of agony, a drop 
extra of blood to save that boy 
back yonder from his sins, than it 
did to save you and me from our 
sins. In short, do you love Jesus? 
Are you willing to take a stand 
for Him? Are you willing to be 
done with shilly-shallying? Are 
you willing to be stripped of 4 
selfish Christianity that 


God, that takes everything God 
has to give and gives nothing in 
return? Are you willing to have 
it replaced and supplanted by 4 
heroic, courageous, sacrificial, vic- 
torious Christianity? Will you 
say tonight, right here now, ‘Lord 
Jesus, You loved me enough to die 
for me! I love You enough to 
live for You, to tell others about 
You!” May God give you all the 
grace to do for Christ a little of 
what He has done for you.
